Prosperous Conditions Among In-
dustries and Increase of General
Business Noted in Review.

latest estimate of revenues from the in-
come tax for the current calendar year.
Last year's collections amountied to
$50,000,000,

The prospect of this big revenue is re-
garded by the administration as an in-
dication of the unexampled prosperity
that has swept over the United States.
The original estimate, made when the
annual report of the Secretary of the
Treasury was in preparation, was that
$85,000,000 would be collected during
the calendar vear 12186.

The present stimate Iz based on tele-
graphic advices from collectors of in-
ternal revenue, after figuring up the
returns of taxpayers made, as required
by law, on or before March 1. It in-
cludes what has already been collected,
$19,484.000, on account of taxes due last
vear, but collected since the beginning
of the new” year. Similar collections of
overdue taxes, collected after the date

when due, were included in the receipts
of §80,000.000 last year.

Explains Large Increase.

“Oniy by the use of superiatives can
existing commercial and industrial con-
ditions be adequately described,” says
Dun's Weekly Review. This comment
on the situation in the United States
gives some explanation of the large in-
crease over the original estimate of
the prospective income tax.

It seems fair to consider that a read- |
justment of conditions has occurred.
Immediately following the beginning of
the war in Europe there was a general
prostration of all industries.

Benefit to Wage Earners.

Wage-earners in busy factories found
themselves with cash to buy necesgi-
ties and luxuries, and there was a gen-
eral revival, it is claimed, extending
first to one and then to another busi-
rness activity until all or nearly all
were doing their share of the world
production.

“(;reat a= are the gains shown by
bank clearings, iron output, unfilled
eteel tonnage and similar indices,” con-
tinues Dun's Weekly Review, "“mere
statistical records no longer fully re-
flect a situation for which there is no
precedent. In some branches and sec-
tlionea the volume of business has reach-

such vast proportions that further
expansion is dependent upon increased
facilities for both production and dis-
tribution.

“Manufacturers in steel, in textiles
mnd in other lines are rejecting addi-
tional contracts which they cannot
handle, either because capacity is al-
ready booked far ahead or through in-
ability to obtain necessary raw ma-
terials. The most remarkable feature
is the magnitude of the current demand
in spite of prices that would ordinarily
check it, urgent requests continuing to
he made for immediate deliveries of
leather footwear, dry goods and, es-
pecially, of steel products.

COLUMBUS RAIDERS PUT
OUTSIDE LAW; ONE DEAD

Obregon Decree Gives Right to
Seize and Kill Villa Men, If
Necessary.

MEXICO CITY, Mex.,, March 18.—The
minigter of war, Gen. Obregon, issued

a decree today declaring all partici-
pants in the Columbus raid outside
the law. The decree gives the right

to any citizen to apprehend and Kkill,
if mnecessary, the followers of Villa
who crossed the American frontier.

The first victim of this decree was
summarily executed today in the city
of Hermosillo. near which place he was
captured by men who denounced him
as one of the raiding party. The execu-
tion was carried out on direct orders
of the minister of war, who personally
sent instructions to Gen. P. Elias Calles,
military govéernor of Sonora, to that ef-
fect.

Suspect to Be Tried.

Another suspect, Carlos Reza, a for-
mer reactionary leader, was taken into
custody, but was not executed, owing
to lack of evidence. He will be taken
to Saltillo, where he will be tried by

court-martial.

The authorities declare that the ef-
forts to run down the bandits will in-
crease with time and that the govern-
ment will not rest until all those guilty
of the crime against the United States
have been run to earth. Gen. Pes-
quiera, assistant minister of war, has
been in conference with his chief on
the subject.

GERMANY TO PROBE
TUBANTIA SINKING

Effort Will Be Made to De-
termine Cause of Dutch
Ship’s Destruction.

1.ONDOXN, March 18.—An Exchange
Telegraph dispatch from Copenhagen
says the German government has order-
ed the admiralty to make an investi-
gation whether a German submarine
torpedoed the Tubantia.

Assertions having been made from
German sources that the Tubantia was
sunk by a British torpedo, the admiral-
tyv announced today that no British

submarines were nearby when the
Dutch liner went down.

Sinking Called Inhuman.
BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, Mareh

18.—The Argentine agent of the Hol-
landsche Lloyd, owners of the Tubantia,
said today he was abla to confirm the
reports that the Tubantia was torpe-
doed. The sinking of this vessel has
made a deep Iimpression here. La
Naclon says:

“1t {s impossible to admit the right
to interrupt navigation between neutral
nations and to attack a steamship en-
gaged in passenger service between
Rotterdam and Buenos Alres. Our
conscience does not approve such an
inhumane method of warfare, and we
cannot remain indifferent when con-
fronted with acta of war which prej-
udice us and offend the nation in this
manner.”

The article concludes with a demand
that the government take measureg to
investigate the question thus presented.

EXPRESSES RECRET
ATTRPITZS ACT

Kaiser Thanks Retiring Grand
Admiral for Services to

Country.
BERLIN, March 18, by wireless to
Sayville—"Emperor William,” says

the Overseas News Agency, “has writ-
ten a lelter to Grand Admiral wvon
Tirpitz, expressing his regrets at the
admiral’'s resignation and thanking
him for the excellent service he had
rendered to the country during his
long career as creator and organizer of
the German navy.

“The emperof at the same time or-
dered that the name of Admiral von
Tirpitz should continue in the navy
Iist, and further hestowed upon him
the star of grand commander of the
COrder of the House of Hohenzollern,
with swords."

May Make Explanation.

The Conlogne Gazette says Chancellor
von Bethmann-Hollweg probably will
make eome sort of an explanation of
Admiral von Tirpitz's resignation in
a speech hefore the reichstag next
week.

The Gazette says that the resignation
of Admiral ven Tirpitz signalizes the
firet serious crizis in Germany since
the beginning of the war, whereas In
hostile countries there have been sev-
eral reorganizations of ministries. The

Gazette says the admiral's retirement
does not signify abandonment of the
submarine campalgn, which, as is shown
by news dispatches of the last few
weeks in regard to the submarine ac-
tivity, is in full swing.

Submarine Quetsion.

It is not yet known publicly, the
Gazette continues, whether or to what
extent the admiral's resignation was
connected with the submarine ques-
tion, but there appear incipient signs
in the press, the reichstag and the
Prussian chamber that an  effort is
being made to bring public opinion
tn the view that submarines should not
be used to such an extent and in such
A manner as is necessitated by war,
which is only another name for a
means of subduing the enemies of the
nation hy force., The newspaper argues
that such an attempt to bring the pres-
sure of public opinion to bear upon
Germany's methods of conducting the
war doeg not harmonize with German
military traditions. el

This argument is sapportad by a long
fdiversion finto the recent history of
France, Italy and Russia to prove that
public opinion drives the military au-
thorities Into disastrous strategy.

SEVATOR WEERS TALKS
TARFF AT WORGESTER

Calls Present Law “Futile Attempt
to Demonstrate a Theory”
of Taxation.

WORCESTER, Mass,, March 18.—Tariff
and taxation policles enforced by a demo-
cratic Congress were criticised by Sena-
tor John W. Weeks in an address before
the S8wedish-American Club of Massachu-
setts here tonight. He characterized the
present tariff as “a futile attempt to
demonstrate a theory."

“Now we are asked,” he continued, “not
to retrace our steps to the firm ground
on which the nation has rested for two
generations—to a system of unexampled
simplicity and effectiveness—but to go
blundering on into the realm of experi-
mental taxation, adopting a system of in-
finite complexity and annoyance,

Opposes Direct Taxation.

“If the sentiment of the country were
considered, I have no doubt as to the
action which would be taken. There
would be a revision of the tariff which
would give us sufficient revenue and
at the same time prepare us for the
competition which will ensue at the end
of the war and the deluge of imports
which are almost sure to come. I do
not, however, believe that the present
administration will have the courage
to take this action and as a result, in
order to meet normal expenditures en-
hanced by extravagance and the ill-
advised special appropriations which
are now under consideration—ill-ad-
vised with the exception of those which
will be needed for national defense—
wea shall ﬂm} imposed upon us some
one of the forms of direct taxation
which I deprecate.”

MORE VESSELS TO FLY
THE AMERICAN FLAG

Pacific Company Purchases Three
Ships From Dutch West
Indian Mail Line.

AMSTERDAM, via London, March 18.
—The Pacific Mail Steamship Company
of San Francisco has purchased three
steamships from the Dutch West In-
dian Mall Steamship Company. The
steamer Venezuela, which had previ-
ously been sold to a Norwegian firm,
was resold to the Pacific Mail company
and has sailed to San Francisco under
the American flag and with a Dutch
crew. On s$he way the Venezuela will
call at Cardiff, Santos and Rio Janeiro.
The other two steamers are the Ecua-
dor and Colombia. They wlll leave
shortly for San Francisco after being
refitted.

The Dutch vessels purchased by the
Pacific Mall Steamship Company were
constructed last year. The Venezuela
and Colombia are of 5500 gross tons
each and 380 feet long and were bhuilt
in Amsterdam. The Ecuador is of 5,000
tons and was built in Flushing.

Only Way to Insure Peace. He Tells
U. of P. Chapter, Phi Gamma
Delta Fraternity.

THILADELPHIA, Pa,, March 18.—
Newton D). Baker, Secretary of War, ad-
dressing the members of the University
of Pennsylvania chapter of the Phi
Gamma Delta Fraternity at their an-
nual initiation dinner tonight, said the
American people are a fighting race;
that they are a cosmopolitan race, and
hecause of their character in these re-
spects they are more inclined to love
the eagle than the dove. He said peace
can only be assured by preparedness to
resist invasion.

Mr. Baker spoke of the American
troops crossing the Mexican border,
and promised that the American people
would be well satlsfled with what is
being.done in Mexico and the result
to be Hbtained there.

The Secretary told the diners that
while he was & member of virtually
every peace organization in the coun-
try, he felt that peace could not always
be obtained merely for its own sake.
Peace, he said, in the abstract indicates
a retiring disposition, but that in the
final analysis it could only be assured
by preparedness to resist invasion.

Aside from his reference to prepared-
ness, Secretary Baker's speech was de-
voted to the value of fraternities. Tle
left late tonight for his home in Cleve-
land.

Thia is & misapprehension, for lawn
tennis is now a world game. Courts
are Iaid and nets strung pretty gener=
ally thronghout South America, south-
ern Europe, Japan, China, India and
northern and southern Africa, as weil
as in other regions where their pres-
ence commonly indicates a consulate or
the abode of a missionary.

in the Philippines the proportion of
lawn tennia players to inhabltants is,
perhaps, fully as large as in thls coun=-
try. Ten years ago the game was pracs<
tically unknown there. Now there aras
said to be at least 20,000 persons in tha
islands who play pretty constantly, and
many of them wvery well. Native play-
ers often use a rope instead of a met
and wooden paddles for racquets, the
expenditure of the necessary rums for
regular supplies being out of the ques-
tion for them. They develop, never-
theless, a remarkable degree of =skill
with the crude implements which they
fashion themselves.

Within the last four years several of
the ranking American players have
visited Manila for tournament play,
and have there encountered the most
expert of the Philippine cracks, and
also the most advanced of the racquet
wielders from the Asiatic lands.
